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OTHER  BUSINESS 

President  Zellerbach  invited  Debbie  Monroe  of  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program 
to  tell  the  Commissioners  of  the  progress  being  made  with  the  various  workshops. 
Debbie  informed  the  group  that  they  were  now  working  with  approximately  thirty 
workshops  as  compared  to  8-12 originally.    A  lot  of  time  has  been  taken  up  on  the 
Quicksilver  Market  and  a  decision  has  to  be  reached  as  to  whether  N.A.P.  is  going 
to  stay  in  the  picture  on  whether  the  Ouicksilver  Market  is  going  to  run  by  itself 
without  N.A.P.  backing.    One  problem  facing  this  group  is  their  present  location. 
A  new  and  better  location  must  be  found.    It  was  suggested  by  Mrs. Porter  of  the 
Planning  Commission,  that  the  now  vacated  Liebes  store  in  the  downtown  area  of 
San  Francisco  be  investigated  as  a  possibility  for  use  by  the  Ouicksilver  Market. 
Debbie  noted  that  the  Redevelopment  Agency  have  been  very  generous  to  N.A.P. 
with  regard  to  use  of  buildings. 

A  meeting  had  been  held  v/ith  the  Board  of  Education  in  regard  to  the  possibility 
of  getting  some  of  the  N.A.P.  programs  into  the  schools.    This  idea  seems  to 
have  been  received  favorably.

An 
artist  contributing  a  painting  to  a  museum  may  only  deduct  the  cost  of  the 
materials  -  which  are  regligle  in  this  case.    The  value  of  the  work,  the  re- 
presentation of  the  artist  or  his  current  selling  price  cannot  be  considered 
factors.    Apart  from  the  injustice  to  the  artist,  it  may  well  result  in  artists 
refusing  to  contribute  or  give  paintings  to  museums. 

The  Director  was  instructed  to  draft  a  resolution  in  this  regard  and  to  determine 
which  committee  in  Washington  should  be  contacted.
